A leakage in the gas connections at 


the home of John F. Houser at 122 
Oakwood avenue was nearly responsi- 
ble for the death of the entire family 


of four on Sunday morning. 


Mr. Houser is employed as an inspec- 


tor of boilers at the B. and O. shops j 
and arose early Sunday morning to go 
to his work, and his wife arose with 
him and was soon preparing breakfast. 
The little boy, Griffith, aged three 
years, was soon up and busily engaged 
at his play. 


The father complained to his wife j 


of a nauseating sickness and she said j 
that she also felt seriously ill. Both | 
Mr. and Mrs. Houser attributed their j 
sickness to some toasted marshmal- j 
lows they had eaten the night befoie] 
and which they thought might have 
been poisoned. Remembering that the 
children had eaten, of them also they 
turned to find the boy. 


He was unconscious, having fallen 


among his playthings. As the father 
stooped to pick him up. he fell to the 
floor and his wife could not arouse 
him. Mrs. Houser, nearly frantic with 
fear and feeling that it would be but 
a short time untTT she herself would 
succumbed to unconsciousness called 
to her mother. Mrs. Schilling, who 
lives just across the street. 


Mrs. Schilling answered her daugh- 


ter's call at once and on entering the 


Houser home, she immediately detect- 
ed odor of gas. She at once assisted 
Mrs. Houser out on the porch and then 
carried the baby. Virginia, aged seven 
months, out into'tne air. 


Dr. W. S. Turner was hurriedly 


summoned and gave his attention to 
Mr. Houser and little Griffith, while 
Mrs. 
Schilling worked with the baby. 


From seven o'clock until 11:30 Dr. 
Turner applied every means known to 
resuscitate Mr. Houser and it was only 
then that he was able to perceive some 
signs of returning consciousness. 


The boy. Griffith was in a comatose 


state for three hours and his life was 
despaired of. but the little lad is now- 
thought-to be out of danger.

A. thorough investigation of 
the 


house showed a bad connection of the 
gas fixtures, for lighting purposes, 
where the chandelier joined the main 
pipe in the ceiling and also a bad leak- 
age was found at the connection of the 
heating stove in the bed room. 


That the entire family did not suffo- 


cate before help reached them is mi- 
raculous for the house was filled with 
the fumes and it required several 
hours before the residence could be 
thoroughly rid of the gaseous vapor. 


Both Mr. Houser and his son are 


still suffering from the poisoning, but 
their condition is not serious. Mrs. 
Houser and the baby have fully recov- 
ered.

MUSIC HALL 


In spite of an uncomfortable hall 


which was not properly heated, the 
Democratic meeting Saturday night 
was well attended. The orator of the 
'vening was Hon. Swager Shertey, con- 
gressman from the Louisville (Keu- 
ucky) district, who has served four 
terms in congress and who at 
the 


present time is a. member of the ap- 
propriation committee .of the toufie, 


Congressman Sherley is undoubtedly 


one of the most eloquent orators who 
has ever been heard in Newark. Un- 
'ortunately, owing to the uncomfortable 
condition of the hall he was compelled 
to shorten his address Saturday even- 
ng, but those who heard him speak in 
the highest terms of praise of his ef- 
forts in behalf of Democracy. 


The reception committee met at the 


Licking 
county 
club 
rooms an.l 


marched to the Warden Hotel and es- 
corted the speaker from there to the 
sail, the Buckeye band leading the 
parade. 


Attorney Roderic Jones presided and 


:n a short introductory speech present- 
ed the speaker of the evening. Con- 
gressman Sherley stated that as a 
member of the appropriation commit- 
tee he had been enabled to colnpile 
statistics of the cost of running the 
;overnment that were at once astonnd- 
ng and almost incomprehensible. One 
thousand millions annually were ex- 
pended by all branches and so startling 
was this sum that the Republican 
eader of the senate, Senator Aldrich, 
publicly issued the statement that he 
could save the United States $300,000,- 
000 per year in is operating expenses. 
He also told of the interview given 
out by President Taft in. June that 
$100,000,000 per year was being ruth- 
lessly wasted and that that amount 
could be saved by economic methods. 


The speaker next called attention to 


the fact that any number of corpora- 
tions would only be too glad to take 
over the postal system of the govern- 
ment, charging the same carrying or 
postage rates that are being used by 
the government, and that they would 
make a good rate of interest on th:- 
investment, while the government ha.? 
an annual deficit of from $6.000.000 to 
$13,000,000. 


Mr. Sharley next took tip the tariff 


question and proved to the most skep- 
tical that its operations were radically 
wrong and that the greater burden of 
taxation fell upon the shoulders of 
the middle men or those burdened with 
but little property while his wealthier 
brother escaped. He told of how th; 
cheaper grades of all cotton, woolen 
and 
flannel goods were taxed the 


highest and how there was a great de- 
cline in the cost of the higher grades 
of those goods which could be pur- 
chased by the wealthier class of peo- 
ple. 
The tariff schedule was framed 


for the benefit of the corporations anrl 
Ihe common people must 
bear 
the 


blunt of the burden. 


Congressman Shirley paid a brilliant 


tribute to Governor Harmon, whom he 
characterized as= a man of the people, 
and said that Kentucky was ready to 
follow the lead of Ohio and that he

the nature of a rebate, or anything 
else which is iu violation of the In- 
terstate Commerce or auy other law. 
If this course causes discontent aiuons 
our patrons and loss of business, re- 
sponsibility is on the law and ou tht> 
court, where it belongs. But 1 believe 
the time has come ut 
last 
in this 


country wheu a railroad which obeys 
the law is not going to be at the mer- 
cy of its rivals because they break it. 
If that time has not come we have 
a good chance to find it out. and if there 
is any permanent loss of business due 
to this course it will simply be con- 
clusive proof that our rivals are break- 
ing the law while we are obeying it. 
If this result should follow from our 
taking an upright course 1 shall take 
occasion to brinir the mailer to the at- 
tention of th-.' public authorities. 
It 


will be an object lt-sson of great value 
now when the subject of railroad leg- 
islation occupies perhaps the foremost 
place on the stage.' 


"Receiver Harmon's attitude in re- 


quiring a strict compliance with the 
Interstate Commerce law was the 
same throughout his administration, 
and there has never been paid a re- 
bate, or anything in the nature of a 
rebate, after the date he was appoint- 
ed receiver. The letters which Mr. 
Harding quoted in his speech were 
letters concerning valid claims against 
the railway company prior to the re- 
ceivership, which had been fully in- 
vestigated and allowed as just claims. 


"The purpose of the letters was to 


secure a means of paying these claims 
pending the receivership, in accordance 
with the orders of the United States 
Circuit Court. All claims so allowed 
were finally paid. The orders of the 
court permitted the receiver to pay 
from earnings those allowed claims 
whose payment would be beneficial to 
the property, and the letters referrrd 
to were written for the purpose of set- 
ting exact facts that migKt be submit- 
ted to the receiver under those orders 
of the court, rather 
than simply 


guesses or generalities. 


•'Some one anonymously, possibly 


the same person who is the source of 
Mr. Harding's information, some time 
ago sent to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission a letter in all respects 
the same as that quoted by Mr. Har- 
ding in his speech. The commission, 
after a full investigation, found that st 
Bad no criticism to make of this mat- 
ter in any particular."
